Winterthur, Carnation and Dunloggin Take Top Rank 


producers as well as to those who made the records, We 

have compiled the accompanying list using the same 
point system as outlined in our issue of July 4, that is 
by giving one point to each record that is 166% per cent 
above AR requirements and an additional point for each 
additional 214 per cent of A R requirements. 

Both Winterthur and Carnation have slightly more 
points as breeders than they did as owners and are in 
first and second places, with 607 and 455 points respec- 
tively. Dunloggin with 421 points, exactly the same as 
their owner score, for third place as breeder. Lauxmont, 
the second high owner with 490 points, ranks fourth as 
breeder with 371. 


It is interesting to note that of the 20 leading Honor 
List breeders of 1941, every one ranks among the lead- 
ing thirty owners of the year; and conversely, every 
one of the 20 leading owners of the year ranks among 
the thirty leading breeders, indicating that the estab- 
lishments that are making most of the big records are 
doing it largely with animals of their own breeding. 

Wisconsin as usual makes an outstanding showing as 
a seed stock state. Of the 242 breeders of the 1941 
Honor List producers, 60 are Wisconsin breeders, practi- 
cally 25 per cent of the entire list and the Wisconsin- 
bred Holsteins piled up the fine total of 1,565 points. 
Maryland is in second place with 1,002 points by only 7 
breeders and California is third with 993 points by 18 
breeders. New York, with 29 Honor List breeders, 
stands second to Wisconsin in this respect.

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In Broome and Tioga 
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Building Herds With Test Tubes 


By TED PRESCOTT 


of Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk by 

Montviec Chieftain? And 400 daughters of a son 
of Carnation Chieftain out of a daughter of Sir Inka 
May? We aren’t kidding—the members of the Broome- 
Tioga Artificial Breeding Cooperative down near Bing- 
hamton, New York, own them, each and every one a 
test-tube Holstein, the oldest of them just now coming 
to milking age. 

Louis J. Beautes of Ouaquaga, New York, is the fel- 
low who can tell the story best, because it is he who 
organized the show and keeps it running smoothly. Mr. 
Beautes used to be a D.H.I.A. tester in Broome and 
Tioga counties. He was of the old school of testers, 
the kind who lay awake nights figuring how they can 
help increase the profits and improve the herds of the 
breeders on their circuit. The average production in 
Broome and Tioga counties, in the two years Beautes 
did their testing, increased by 100 lbs of fat. Ina single 
year he succeeded in placing 27 registered Holstein 
bulls at the head of herds of his members. But many 
of his dairymen had herds toe small to justify the price 
and maintenance of a real top notch pure bred sire. It 
was that problem which first interested Beautes in arti- 
ficial insemination. Following up his idea, he went to 
New Jersey where the work was already under way, and 
studied their methods for a short period. Then he came 
home and called a meeting of his breeders, out of which 
grew the Broome-Tioga Dairy Cattle Artificial Breeding 
Cooperative, Inc. 


They leased a bull and chipped in to buy another and 
provide some working capital. An old barn was fixed 
up with five box stalls opening into yards about 20 feet 
wide and 250 feet long, separated by electrified woven- 
wire fences. Beautes turned half of his house into a 
laboratory and office, and retired from testing to become 
a professional cow-breeder. That was three and one- 
half years ago. Up to the first of August this year he 
had bred 6,540 cows to five Holstein bulls, two Guern- 
seys and two Jerseys, and earned a reputation as the 
foremost man in his field of managing bulls and getting 
cows in calf by the test-tube method.

bership by failure to produce cdlves efficiently. Beautes, 
who has done some work in the veterinary college pyt 
does not hold a degree nor a license to practice, at first 
suffered a distinct antagonism from the veterinary pro. 
fession. But his record of 81.3 per cent pregnancy op 
650 cows during that first year, soon had the medica} 
men coming to him for advice on artificial insemination 
problems. He developed his own formula for storing 
semen, and in 1939 impregnated two cows with 10-day- 
old semen, which is a record unbeaten today. 

He uses an egg yolk and phosphate buffer in a 
formula which he developed himself, slightly more acid 
than that recommended by Professor Phillips of Wis- 
consin. It is used at the rate of three parts of dilutor 
to one part of semen, and results in 65 to 70 per cent 
of live sperm after ten days storage. 

Beautes draws semen from three bulls (one of each 
breed) every three days, and driving from 100 to 400 
miles a day, takes three days to use up that from one 
drawing. What is left is stored and used later for 
request services to certain bulls. Their nine-year-old 
Jersey bull has been used every three days for three 
years, and he is still doing as well as ever. 

Asked the secret of his success, Beautes points out 
that first of all you must have good semen with a high 
percentage of live sperms of good motility, and that 
seems to be a problem principally of proper feeding and 
handling of the bulls. Beautes’ 16-year-old daughter 
is the bull-keeper, and the ration might be of interest 
to all breeders with bulls to feed. They use a good 
grade of mixed hay, with a ration made up as follows: 
150 lbs ground oats, 100 lbs corn, 50 lbs wheat bran, 
50 lbs linseed oil meal, 30 lbs blood meal, and 2 per 
cent each of lime, charcoal, salt and bonemeal. The 
blood meal serves to increase the number of sperms, 
Only enough grain should be fed to hold the bulls in 
fairly thin condition. And plenty of exercise, summef 
and winter, as provided in their long narrow paddocks, 
is considered essential. 

The rest of the secret of the 80 per cent breeding 
efficiency is in the way the semen is handled. Most 
important is the keeping of all test tubes, beakers, jars, 
thermometers and utensils for handling it absolutely 
sterile. Then the proper proportions of the egg yolk- 


phosphate buffer, and immediate and continuous cold 
storage until used should do the trick.

Michigan State Holstein Show

With the cancellation of the reg- 
ular Michigan State Fair because the 
armed forces needed the fair 
grounds for training space, the 
money for premiums which had al- 
ready been allocated, was distrib- 
uted among 16 county fairs in the 
state, with each fair designated as 
the State Fair Show for one breed 
of livestock. 


The Holstein division of the 1942 
fair was held at Adrian during the 
week of September 21, in conjunc- 
tion with the Lenawee County Fair. 
There was a total of $1,680 in pre- 
mimums, with the show limited to 
Michigan cattle. 

85 head were shown with the win- 
ners comparable in type to those of 
other years, although the quality did 
not run as far down the line. Pres- 
ent were 27 exhibitors, three with 
full strings of cattle.

In 
this herd was bred the famous Mila 
Produce that Maytag showed for All- 
American honors last fall, as were 
their dam and granddam before 
them. Sir Bess Ormsby Netherland, 
one of the best known sons of Sir 
P. O. M. 37th, left many fine daugh- 
ters in this herd and in more recent 
years the blood of Admiral Ormsby 
Fobes has been strongly concen- 
trated through the use of the bull, 
Admiral Ormsby Fobes of Rock. 


This bull, now owned by Scott 
Meyer of Hannibal, Mo., is consid- 
ered by many to be one of the 
greatest linebred Admiral bulls ever 
used in Wisconsin. A grand cham- 
pion in fast company, his daughters, 
under ordinary feed and care, have 
been making from 350 to 440 lbs fat 
with an average test of 3.9% as 2- 
year-olds on 2X milking, and some 
of the older ones promise between 
500 and 600 lbs fat this year on 2X. 
His dam is one of the greatest of the 
Admiral daughters, Vickery Vale 
Mechthilde Ormsby, with 898.9 lbs 
fat, 4%, a blue ribbon cow in state 
fair competition and out of Emil 
Titel’s great Vickery Vale family. 
This same cow is also the double 
granddam of his sire to give Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes of Rock a 75% in- 
heritance from this one cow, through 
three near crosses, and besides these

AST week we predicted that Holstein auction sales 
| of 1942 would hit the $2,000,000 mark and reports 

of sales held during the last fortnight have strength- 
ened this conviction. 


Demand continues strong and prices are being well 
maintained. With milk prices promising a continued 
upward trend, we have a sound base for this price situa- 
tion on Holsteins with their superior producing ability 
If there ever existed any doubt that the market would 
absorb satisfactorily the large numbers of pure bred 
Holsteins being offered in these fall sales, it is convinc- 
ingly dispelled for us through results of the canvass we 
recently made of 10,000 new owners of Holsteins. Ref- 
erence was made to this canvass on this page last time. 
Results are still incomplete but the following facts 
appear to us to be extremely significant. You may re- 
call that these new breeders were offered free copies of 
these three big fall sale issues upon request. The request 
cards carried a space in which the breeder could indi- 
cate how many registered Holsteins he was now in the 
market to buy. Tabulation of the first 280 cards showed 
176 from 25 states were ready to buy now from one to 
40 head, with a total of 287 head definitely indicated. 
in addition to 25 who were stated they were in the 
market for ‘‘several’ or in general terms ‘‘heifers 
or similar indication. 


To these new breeders, as well as the thousands 
among our regular subscribers who are in similar posl- 
tion, may we say again that these fall sales spell oppor- 
tunity for you. Our Government officials are a little 
gloomy about the ability of American dairymen to main- 
tain the badly needed production in 1943. They have 
performed marvels in 1942.

If your own herd is already at top 
efficiency to help meet this challenge of the nation, you 
will be doing your neighbor a favor to pass on the 
thought to him.

Good Price Legislation 


LOT of frenzied condemnation of the farmer, the 
A Farm Bloc in Congress and Congress itself is burn- 
ing up the editorial pages of city papers these days. 
rhe “greed” of Agriculture has turned the proposed anti- 
inflation act into one distinctly inflationary, they say. 

It all came about through the recognition by Con- 
gress of the obvious truth that the wages paid by farmers 
enter into their costs of producing food. The city papers 
seem to feel that this is just plain greed on the part of 
agriculture. The compromise amendments as finally ap- 
proved by the Senate seems, however, to give some 
measure of recognition to the farmers’ position. 


More and more foresighted people are beginning to 
see through to the heart of this problem—which is fun- 
damentally that of whether or not agriculture will be 
able to meet next year’s demands for food. This year 
has been a bumper crop year. Weather has been unus- 
ually favorable for most crops in. most sections. By 
the law of averages next year may not be so good. It 
isn’t safe to count on it. The farm labor situation has 
been tough this year. Farmers have worked hours that 
industrial labor would refuse, or even be not permitted 
to work under our labor laws—70-80-90 hours a week 
has been pretty nearly ‘parity’ on our farms. The 
whole family has pitched in to help—and farm women 
have saved the day on many a farm. Farm machinery 
has been short in 1942—-and will be shorter in 1943, 
so that farm workers may not be able to make as effec- 
tive use of their time. 


And there will be definitely less labor available as 
farm man power continues to go into the Army under 
Selective Service—and as more and more of it is being 
siphoned away into industry with its vastly higher pay 
and shorter hours. 


It definitely does not set well with the food producers 
of this nation to see industrial producers haggling and 
striking over picayune things like union jurisdiction, or 
a foreman who speaks unkindly to them, or the firing 
of a shirker who happens to belong to the union, and 
countless other excuses of similar stripe—and then 
themselves to become the butt of such wholesale city 
criticism because they recognize that if food production 
is not going to fall down seriously next year provision 
will have to be made in the price set-up to make it pos- 
sible to employ the workers so obviously necessary to 
do the job. 


The Congressional debate has been very interesting. 
Senator Reed of Kansas brought out some highly inter- 
esting figures quoted from a USDA publication ‘‘Market- 
ing and Transportation’? in which it was stated that 
for the months of May, June and July 1942, the basket 
of all foods to American consumers amounted to 22% 
of the family income, while the cost of the 58 foods pro- 
duced on American farms amounted to 17% of family 
income for each of these three months. These percent- 
ages are stated to have been the same for the year 1941. 
The average for 1935-39 was 27% of the income for 
all foods; 22% for the 58 domestic foods. Cost of foods 
right now, as a percentage of family income is thus 
smaller than it was before the war started. 


However, it all boils ‘down to the proposition of 
whether farm production is to be encouraged or ham- 
bered; whether price ceilings will be established that 
will permit maximum use of such hired labor as is avail- 
able (at the price necessary to get it) or forcibly reduced 
by arbitrary prices set at a level that will not permit 
farm competition in the present labor market. Farmers 
yield to no group in patriotism and a burning desire to 
contribute their full share and more, to the war effort. 
And they have been doing a job. But they must not be 
expected to produce food at a loss when labor and manu- 
facturers of other essential munitions are working on a 
cost-plus guarantee. It just can’t be done. 
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Milk Editorial Arouses Wide Comment 


UR editorial of August 15 on milk and labor costs 
seems to have aroused rather wide comment. The 
New York Times made quite liberal quotation from 
it in its news columns in the Sunday Edition of Sep- 
tember 6. It was the subject of personal correspondence 
between Mr. Owen D. Young and Mr. Leon Henderson, 
Administrator of the Office of Price Administration, in 
which Mr. Henderson categorically denied that any per- 
son employed by the office of Price Administration has at 
any time charged that dairy farmers in the New York 
Milk Shed or any milk shed are profiteers. This we are 
happy to learn, because certainly the implication has 
been strong in that direction from some Washington 
sources, as reflected in the attitude of many of the metro- 
politan newspapers and national magazines. 
The New York Journal of Commerce of September 14, 
published the following letter from Mr. Young bearing 
on this subject. 


Dairy Farmers’ Compensation 
NEW YORK, Sept. 3, 1942 
ne Editor of Journal of Commerce 
r: 

When the newspapers are carrying nearly every day 
cither by way of editorial comment or news items an 
indictment of the farmer as a profiteer, it seems to me 
in fairness that something should be said about the po- 
sition of the dairy farmer in the New York Milk Shed. 
Naturally, consumers include him in this indictment and 
consequently resent any increases, however justified, in 
the cost of milk. 

Because of this constant reiteration of the farmer as 
a profiteer, I asked Mr. Maurice Prescott, the Editor of 
the Holstein-Friesian World to check the present cost of 
producing milk with the authorities at Cornell and to 
determine the wage which the farmer was getting for his 
labor. 

The farmer has, notwithstanding the increases which 
Mr. Cladakis has called attention to, been getting only 
30c an hour for his labor. At the same time unskilled 
labor in industry is getting 85c or 90c an hour and 
skilled labor approximately $1.50 with time and a half 
for overtime and even double time when the hours ap- 
proach those customarily worked on a dairy farm. 

Now at least one man on each dairy farm must fairly 
be considered as skilled labor. The result is that up-to- 
date the farmer is getting one-third of what the un- 
skilled labor in industry is paid and about one-fifth of 
what the skilled labor is paid. 

This lack of balance between the earnings of agricul- 
tural labor and industrial labor is bad enough in itself, 
but it seems to me outrageous that the farmer should be 
indicted under these circumstances as a profiteer. 

Isn’t there some way of clearing this up in fair- 
ness to the great agricultural constituency in this milk 
shed?

The Dairy Industry Has a Job to Do 


HE American Medical Association’s Council on Foods 
T ana Nutrition has sounded a new warning to the Dairy 

Industry that research on butterfat is absolutely es- 
sential if butter is to maintain its preferential position 
with respect to oleomargarine. The Council on Foods 
and Nutrition has just released an official statement un- 
der the title “The Comparative Nutritional Value of 
Butter and Oleomargarine.” Item by item the Council 
analyzes thé constituents of the two products and evalu- 
ates their findings in terms of human nutrition. In con- 
clusion they say: 


“At present there is no scientific evidence to 
show that the use of fortified oleomargarine. in 
the average adult diet would lead to nutritional 
difficulties. A similar statement is probably 
justified in the case of growing children, but 
preliminary results from animal experience in- 
dicate that more work is necessary before any 
specific conclusions can be made. Since the nu- 
tritional factors have not all been identified and@ 
since butter contains numerous additional fatty 
acids of unknown nutritional significance, the 
consuming public has a right to demand that 
the practice of identifying oleomargarine an@ 
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butter so that anyone can differentiate between 
them should be continued.” 


Looking at the report in its most favorable light, from 
the standpoint of butter, it would be fair to say that 
butter was given the benefit of the doubt—temporarily. 

With the present intensified interest in the National 
Nutrition Program, foods and food values are being care- 
fully scrutinized, and are being evaluated in terms of 
their nutritional significance and economic importance. 
It is evident from the Council on Foods report, the com- 
ments of nutrition authorities generally and the action of 
the Federal government itself that butter is placed on the 
defensive with respect to its comparative nutritional 
value in relation to oleomargarine. 

Scientists are favorably disposed toward butter. Early 
research disclosed its importance as a source of Vitamin 
A, compared with other food fats. Because of this and 
because of its superior flavor and texture, butter has 
been considered in a class by itself. More and more fre- 
quently, however, this position is challenged. Scientific 
authorities are turning to the dairy industry for further 
proof of the superiority of its product. Practical situa- 
tions arise daily which call for facts. Within the last 
year, a critical situation arose when the Federated Wo- 
men’s Clubs of America considered passing a resolution 
to ask congress to remove the tax from oleomargarine. 
The butter industry was severely handicapped in attempt- 
ing to base its argument on the comparative nutritional 
value of butter and oleomargarine because of the lack of 
scientific facts. 

Butterfat is a basic constituent, not only of butter, 
but of milk and of all dairy products. Decline in import- 
ance of butterfat as a food would have a significant effect 
on the economic structure of the entire dairy industry. 
Organizations promoting other food fats are investing 
heavily in research. New facts revealed by research on 
these fats have given them new sales argument. Leading 
women’s magazines now definitely suggest substitutes, in 
listing ingredients for dishes once thought to require but- 
ter. 

The National Dairy Council has long urged that nu- 
trition research on butterfat be liberally supported, in 
order to reveal the superior qualities of butter which 
scientists confidently expect do exist. In discussing the 
problem Mr. Milton Hult, President of the National 
Dairy Council, said in part: 


“Certain butterfat studies are now in progress 
—supported by the American Dairy Associa- 
tion, and under the direction of the National 
Dairy Council but more are needed. The Na- 
tional Dairy Council recommends that the dairy 
industry concern itself immediately with the 
pressing problem of providing research funds 
for revealing the full nutritional values of but- 
ter fat.”

WO old friends rate the cover position this week—the 

grand champion winners at the Dairy Cattle Congress, 

Waterloo, Iowa. King Bessie Senator has now com- 
pleted his sixth year of campaigning on the show cir- 
cuit without a defeat. Last year, by winning All-Ameri- 
can honors in the aged bull class, he became the only bull 
ever to be chosen All-American each year from calfhood 
to maturity. Not content to rest on these laurels, he made 
the circuit this year and was grand champion at each of 
the three shows where he was exhibited—Wisconsin and 
Minnesota State Fairs and Waterloo. This distinguished 
son of King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje was shown as a 
calf and yearling by his breeders, Elmwood Farms, Deer- 
field, Ill., was purchased in the Elmwood Dispersal in 
1938 by his present owner, E. H. Ravenscroft, Raven- 
glen Farm, Antioch, Ill., who has shown him in 1939-40- 
41 and 42. His owners are equally proud of the way his 
daughters are performing in production. 

Ravenglen made a record perhaps never before 
equalled in making a “‘grand slam” on grand champion- 
ships over the big-time circuit. Sharing the cover spot- 
light is their famed winner, Sunny Meadows Rag Apple 
Segis Lass, grand champion at Waterloo and Minnesota 
State Fair and the Illinois State Black and White Show 
this year. At Wisconsin, opening the major circuit, she 
placed second to her stable mate, famed thrice All-Amer- 
can Rocky Hill Dewdrop Burke, then just in bloom for 
freshening. She returned home for calving and Sunny 
Meadows went on the rest of the way, calving the day 
before judging at Waterloo.

Following the close of the Hol- 
stein judging at Waterloo, Secretary 

w. Norton, Jr., of the National 
Association called a conference of 
the Association’s seven officia! classi- 
fication inspectors. The purpose of 
the conference was to further uni- 
fy the work of the inspectors. Be- 
tween January 1 and September 21, 
1942, 289 herds consisting of 6,945 
registered Holsteins were officially 
rated in 25 states by six of the in- 
spectors attending the conference. 
Their experiences in classifying this 
great number of animals in nine 
months’ time were fully discussed in 
an all-day meeting held at Minne- 
apolis, Sunday, Sept. 13. 

President W. S. Moscrip presided. 
The following inspectors partici- 
pated: W. S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, 
Minn.; T. E. Elder, Alton, N. H.; 
Ward H. Stevens, Liverpool, N. Y.; 
Clair I. Miller, Medina, Ohio; F. W. 
Atkeson, Kansas State College, Man 
hattan, Kans.; J. C. Knott, State 
College of Wash., Pullman, Wash.; 
‘and R. J. Schaefer, Appleton, Wis. 

On Monday the inspectors worked 
as a committee on the herd of C. C. 
DeCoster, Rosemount, Minn., where 
29 cows and 1 bull were classified. 
Johnnie Rahbek, formerly’ chief 
herdsman at Femco Farms, is in 
charge of the De Coster herd. The 
next group study was at Highpoint 
Farms, owned by D. F. Bull, Excel- 
sior, Minn., where 8 females and 2 
bulls were used as clinical material. 
Lowell Nelson, herd manager at High- 
path, assisted with the work. The 
group then journeyed to the Hazel- 
tine Farm of Val Wurtele, Excelsior, 
where 18 cows were appraised by the 
inspectors. The field work closed at 
Franlo Farms, Hopkins, Minn., 
where manager Henry Bartel 
brought out a class of 12 of their 
top-notch females and 2 herd sires.

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NEWS FROM HOLLAND 
The September Herd Improvement 
Test News Letter from Brattleboro 
reports a recent interview with Mr. 
peters, Agricultural Attache at the 
Netherlands Embassy in Washing- 
ton. Mr. Peters, who is in posi- 
tion to supply the most dependable 
information available on the sub- 
ject, stated that the number of milk 
cows has been reduced about 20% 
from 1,503,000 on May 1, 1938 to 
1,200,000 on April 1, 1942. This 
reduction was made during the first 
winter of German occupation be- 
cause of feed shortage, the blockade 
preventing imports of concentrates, 
put the farmers were allowed to 
select the animals for slaughter so 
that the better producing cows were 
saved. Now he advises that the 
Nazis have taken over the adminis- 
tration of the pure bred recording 
associations and that they are ‘‘pur- 
chasing’ breeding stock for ship- 
ment to the Ukraine and other agri- 
cultural areas which they plan to 
stock, apparently, with Dutch cattle. 

Average milk production per cow, 
according to Peters, has dropped off 
from 25 to 30% due to feed short 
age. Normal fat consumption per 
person per week in Holland in 1938 
was 337 grams, made up of butter, 
margarine and other fats, and this 
has dropped to 175 grams per per- 
son per week, the total fat ration 
of the Dutch people in May of this 


year. As the war continues condi- 
tions in Holland and the other occu- 
pied countries will grow _ steadily 


worse and no one knows when the 
end will come. 

If these figures are correct, the re- 
duction in breeding stock in Holland 
is not serious so far, and it seems 
useless to attempt to forecast their 
future needs. When the peace comes, 
the immediate needs will be food for 
the people and it will be some time 
before space for livestock shipments 
would be available, if desired, and 
the prospect for export shipments of 
breeding stock to Holland seems 
very slim.—HIR News Letter

The Bulls in Service 


Holstein breeders will be interested in the bulls in 
service, particularly as the headliner is a son of famed 
Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk sired by Mont- 
vic Chieiftain. He is the former Harold Haven sire 
(Heuvelton, New York), Fairview Montvic Chieftain, 
and at present has 600 daughters in members’ herds, 
with the list growing every day. The first ones are just 
freshening this summer. This bull’s older daughters in 
the Haven herd have made a remarkable showing. 

Most of his daughters are being mated to Duke Wil- 
son Posch, Yates-bred son of General Posch (who was 
by Johanna Rag Apple Pabst) out of a 958-lb, 3.9% 
daughter of a 952-lb 4-year-old. There are 600 cows 
bred to him now, and the first calves will arrive this 
fall. Some of the Montvics were also bred to a young 
inbred son of Montvic Chieftain 7th, Pebble Beach El 
Capitan, whose dam was classified ‘‘Very Good”’ and has 
three Class C Herd Test records averaging 427.5 lbs 
fat, 4.1% test, all less than 305 days, and calving every 
year in less than 365 days. About 200 cows are in calf 
to him. 


The other line is Carnation breeding, headed by 
Wimbledon Inka Chieftain, 9-year-old son of Carnation 
Chieftain from a 704-lb fat 2-year-old daughter of Sir 
Inka May. This sire was proven in the D. W. Morris 
& Son herd at West Winfield, New York. He was pur- 
chased in January 1941, and to date has 400 daughters 
in cooperative herds. His first 22 daughters average 
412 lbs fat, 3.65%, on a mature Class C 305 day basis. 
His daughters are being bred mostly to a young Carna- 
tion sire purchased in the March 1942 Earlville Sale, he 
heing a son of Carnation Peerless from a daughter of 
Carnation Chieiftain, and 300 are already in calf to him 

The most recent addition to the bull line-up is Carna- 
tion Inka Emperor, the 9-year-old full brother to Carna- 
tion Emperor that was used first in the Rose Hill herd, 
Richmond, Indiana, then for most of his years of service 
in the Elliott Springstead herd at Cobleskill, and finally 
for one year in the herd of Sharon Mauhs, Wyndyhyl 
Farm, at Cobleskill. The cooperative purchased him in 
August 1942 in the Wyndyhyl dispersal, and he is now 
in heavy service. He is sired by Governor of Carnation 
and from Carnation Inka Empress, 931-lb fat, 4.0% 
daughter of Sir Inka May. His 12 tested daughters 
average 502.4 lbs fat, 4.18% test, at 27 months of age. 
2X milking, 305 days. He should do great things now 
with such an opportunity for service in these good south- 
ern New York herds. 


Reasons for Success 


The first six months this breeding cooperative was in 
operation were rather discouraging, and it was then 
incorporated and reorganized on its present basis. Since 
that day it has grown rapidly, and new members are 
signed almost every day. We have given Mr. Beautes 
great credit for the success they have made of it, but 
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of equal importance is the time and energy spent by 
the officers and directors in determining policies, select- 
ing bulls, and selling the cooperative idea to the breeders 
of the two counties. Walter S. Meade of Oxford is 
president, and the board of directors is made up of 
George Burrows, Harpersville, vice president; Glenn 
Bilby, Deposit, Secretary; Kenneth Edwards, Windsor, 
treasurer; and Charles Waters of Binghamton. 


The fact that the cooperative provides a breeding 
program, with top-notch herd sires, Beautes’ skill in 
getting cows with calf, and also the extra measure of 
service which he performs for the members are adequate 
reason for the success of the venture. Beautes works 
365 days a year, Sundays and holidays, and impregnates 
an average of about 16 cows a day. In the heavier 
fall breeding season he needs an assistant or two to 
help with the rush. Then his work is still not done, 
for the bulls must be proven as completely as possible, 
and that means to Beautes that the herds which are not 
on D.H.I.A. test mus tbe tested privately. He has worked 
out an owner-sampler plan of testing, running the tests 
himself in his laboratory every month, so that about 
90% of all the cows in the cooperative have records. 


The latest addition to the list of services to mem- 
bers is a promotional program to help them sell the 
surplus breeding stock that is worthy of going out into 
other pure bred herds for foundation purposes. A list 
of available animals is kept on file at Beautes’ office, | 
inquiries for stock come to him, and he directs the 
buyer to the breeder who has just the type of animals 
specified in the inquiry. This is financed by a small 
monthly assessment among the Holstein breeders with 
pure bred herds, who pay the cooperative a 10 per cent ' 
commission on all sales from this source. Should the | 
plan work out satisfactorily enough to provide the entire 
advertising cost through sale commissions, the assess- 
ments will later be reduced or done away with entirely, 
as the purpose is not to make profits for the coopera- 
tive but for the members. 


Each member pays a life membership fee of $5.00, 
and thereafter $5.00 a cow, with three services allowed 
to get any cow in calf. That price is based on a distance 
of 30 miles from the bull barn, and is scaled up for more 
distant members. The breeder with a ten-cow herd pays 
his membership fee and then oly $50 a year to breed 
all of his cows to the cooperative’s bulls, which are used 
on a line-breeding plan as nearly as possible, though 
the breeder can usually specify any sire whose service 
he particularly wants. And for a small extra amount 
each month the cooperative now assists the member in 
finding a market for his surplus pure bred stock, a serv- 
ice to the buying public as well. 


The cooperative is still in its infancy, of course, even 
though it did much of the pioneer work in that field. 
But already there is a substantial increase in market 
values for surplus stock in this tri-county community, 
and as the breeding program continues Broome, Tioga 
and Chenango counties may well become as important a 
center of Holstein activity as Wisconsin’s Waukesha— 
thanks to the vision, initiative and practical ability of 
Louis Beautes, and the cooperative spirit of his member 
breeders.

Some Practical Comments on Bull Stalls 


ARNATION Milk Farms have had about as much 
C experience as anyone in handling mature bulls, and 
Bill Krickeberg, Carnation bull-man for some years 
past, has kindly given us a few practical things they 
have learned in the matter of bull stall arrangement. 


Bill was quite critical of the diagrams presented in 
our study of this subject in the BULL BARGAIN ISSUE, 
and he proceeded to demonstrate the basis of the criti- 
cism. First, says Bill, the manger should be located 
at the left as you enter the stall. This permits hooking 
in the staff from the left side of the bull, without going 
around him. And in returning the bull to the stall, the at- 
tendant has only to step inside and let the bull pivot 
around to face his manger, where he can be secured 
conveniently before removing the staff. There is no 
doubt about this as a factor of safety and convenience 
where the bull is handled on the staff. 

The Carnation bull stalls are about 12’x14’, although 
if space is available they prefer 12’x16’. The manger 
is set 30” off the floor, which makes it more convenient 
for the bull in eating from it; less bumped knees and 
things of that sort. It is also much more convenient for 
the attendant in catching the bull by the ring—simply 
throwing in a bit of grain—and there he is with his 
nose at waist level. The framework on stall side of 
manger is made with six 2”x6”, 4’ long, upright with 
18” of space between the two center pieces. A 2”x6” 


is placed inside and outside of upright pieces at both top 
and bottom. 


The drinking cup is placed beside the manger, im- 
mediately at the left of the doorway. They use a half 
barrel, set freely on a solid base, and enclosed with 
wood, reinforced by sheet iron around the edges. They 
find this much better than a solid arrangement which is 
more easily damaged by the bull’s efforts. Detail of 
construction is given by Bill Krickeberg as follows: 

“A thirty gallon barrel cut in two (remember to 
wrap wire tightly around barrel on each side of where 
cut is to be made) makes two tubs of the most conven- 
ient side. There is hardly room for a larger tub as it 


would set out in the stall too far. I made an extra 
drawing of the tub and frame; hope you can make it 
out. It’s a little out of proportion—the effect should 
be round. The sheet metal round the outside of the 
frame is only to keep a bull with horns from getting 
‘a hole started through the sheeting. It isn’t necessary 
for a bull without horns. The water is piped in from 
above with the faucet well up but conveniently reached 
from the outside of the stall. The pipe to come down 
in corner made by manger and partition. The pipe can 
be directed into tub with the use of two elbows and 
two nipples.’”’ 

Another arrangement in plans drew critical atten- 
tion. Great savings in the amount of stall bedding re- 
quired can be made, says Krickeberg, if the manger is 
placed in the front left corner, and the outside door in 
the rear left corner. By that arrangement, bedding is 
placed only in the right half of the stall, and is not 
disturbed or scuffed outdoors, as most of the traffic is 
directly between the manger and the outside door. Also 
the bull does not stand in it when tied. It is a practical 
point and logical. 


Krickeberg also recommends from their experience 
a partition that is tight about 4’ up from the floor, and 
horizontal bars from there up. A bull doesn’t seem to 
bother a partition of this kind nearly as much as other 
types of construction. 
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HIGH HERD AVERAGES 

The Herd Test average of 17,927 
ibs of milk and 635.9 lbs fat listed 
this month for Lewis A. Zimmerman, 
Lehighton, Penna., on 16 cows 
milked three times daily is the high- 
est ever reported for a herd of 16 
or more cows regardless of milking 
classification. This makes a total 
of three herds which have exceeded 
600 lbs of fat thus far this year, 
the other two being the University 
of Nebraska, Lincoln, and Frank 
Chappuis, Stryker, Ohio.

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Heavy Production 


The importance of minerals in the 
nutrition of dairy cows was clearly 
stressed in a recent address by Pro- 
fessor J. W. G. MacEwan of the De- 
partment of Animal Husbandry, Uni- 
yersity of Saskatchewan. Some of 
the highlights of Professor Mac- 
Ewan’s talk follow: 

“To burn a 1,000 pound cow 
would be to recover about 40 pounds 
of incombustible residue of ash, ap- 
proximately 4% of the body weight. 
That ash would include at least 20 
different mineral elements. Fully a 
third of them would be elements for 
which no useful purpose in the body 
has been found. Those in another 
group, including cobalt, magnesium, 
sulphur, potassium, copper and zinc 
are important in the body but not 
likely to be deficient, even when 
cattle are on mediocre rations. The 
cattlemen need not worry about 
them, but about the remaining ele- 
ments, common salt, calcium, phos- 
phorus, iron and iodine, the stock- 
man must be concerned. When the 
elements that may have to be pro- 
vided in supplemental form can be 
narrowed down to five, however, 
the problem of meeting the mineral 
needs of farm animals, is not nearly 
as complicated as many salesmen of 
commercial supplements would have 
feeders believe. 

“The importance of providing 
common salt is understood generally. 
The need for extra iodine in the 
cow’s ration is not clear but it may 
be expedient to provide some of it. 

“So far as the feeder of dairy cat- 
tle is concerned then, he need con- 
cern himself only about salt, iodine, 
calcium and phosphorus and the lat- 
ter two constitute the main topic of 
this paper. Calcium and phosphorus 
are the bone builders and account 
for 90% of the total ash of the 
cow’s body; they are present in the 
blood and they enter prominently 
into the composition of milk. Milk 
contains about .12% of calcium* and 
10% of phosphorus and _ conse- 
quently such high expenditure of 
these bone building elements in milk 
secretion results rather often in de- 
pletion of body reserves. A cow 
which produces 10,000 pounds of 
milk in a lactation, expends in the 
milk more calcium and phosphorus 
than there is normally in her own 
body. And in the case of dietary 
deficiency of those two elements, it 
is not the quality of the milk that 
suffers because the calcium and 
Phosphorus levels in the milk are 
kept constant; rather it would be 
the cow’s body reserves and the 
quantity of milk that would suffer. 

“A deficiency of calcium and phos- 
Phorus exists when there is not 
sufficient of these in the blood 
stream and it may be the result of 
either— 

1. Insufficient of these materials 
in the diet, or 

2. Failure to absorb them from 
the intestinal tract. Such deficiencies 
may account for more difficulty in 
dairy herds that has been realized 
and may account in one degree or 
another for depraved appetites, un- 
thriftiness, inefficient production, 
breeding troubles, stiffness and 
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Requires Minerals 


rickets. What the dairyman has 
called ‘burnt out’ condition in cer- 
tain cows may be the result of de- 
ficiency and it is now supposed that 
a link may exist between the ade- 
quacy of calcium and phosphorus re- 
serves in the body and the occur- 
rence of milk fever. 

“A good deal has been written 
about the calcium-phosphorus ratio. 
These elements occur in bone in the 
proportion of 2 to 1 and this seems 
to be about the correct ratio in ra- 
tioning. When Vitamin D is present 
in sufficient abundance, the ratio 
becomes of slightly less importance. 


“It is apparent that feeders must 
consider something more than the 
mere provision of the calcium and 
phosphorus because assimilation is 
of equal importance and the intes- 
tinal walls seem to be a bit tempera- 
mental. Without Vitamin D there is 
no assimilation; if the elements re- 
main in the form of _ tri-calcium 
phosphate, there is no absorption; 
excessive intake of fat in the food 
may interfere and a lot of iron or 
magnesium in feed might result in 
the formation of insoluble com- 
pounds involving the phosphorus 
with the result that it would not be 
absorbed. 


“It has been shown that cows in 
heavy production cannot maintain 
the mineral reserves of their body 
without loss. In other words, the 
glands of the udder withdraw cal- 
cium and phosphorus from the sys- 
tem faster than the intestines can 
take these elements from the food. 
Recent American work shows that 
the net loss of calcium from the 
cow’s body, may, toward the close 
of her lactation amount to 20% of

her total. Such only emphasizes the 
importance of good rationing and 
the intelligent provision of calcium 
and phosphorus-rich materials dur- 
ing the drying-off and dry periods, 
preceding the next lactation. There 
may be only a short period when the 
reserves can be put in order and 
when such is not done, the result is 
likely to be a reduced level of pro- 
duction.’

ANNUAL IOWA DHIA SUMMARY 


More associations were operating, 
more herds were tested and more 
cows per herd were milked in Iowa 
during their 1941-42 test year than 
during the year before. Iowa dairy- 
men are making more money, for 
although feed costs this year were 
of product was nearly $16.00 great- 
higher by $9.00, the average value 
of product was nearly $16 greater. 

There were 75 associations active 
at the beginning of the year with a 
total membership of 1,830 herds and 
42,858 cows. The average produc- 
tion was 330.4 lbs fat and 8,405 lbs 
milk. e 


A comparison of cows and herds 
on test by breeds shows that 50.2 
per cent of all the cows on test, and 
50.1 per cent of all the herds, are 
Holsteins. It is perhaps significant 
that of the herds averaging 400 lbs 
of fat or more, 63 per cent are Hol- 
steins. Comparing these percentages 
with those of the Jersey and Guern- 
sey breeds is also interesting. The 
Jerseys have 10.1 per cent of the 
herds on test and 16 per cent of the 
400-lb fat herds. The Guernsey 
breed has 24 per cent of the herds 
on test, but only 17.6 per cent of 
the 400-lb fat herds. Of all the 
Jersey herds on test 13.1 per cent 
averaged 400 lbs of more—Holsteins 
12.5 per cent—Brown Swiss 9 per 
cent—Guernseys 7.3 per cent—and 
mixed herds 2 per cent. 


The turn-over in Iowa DHIA herds 
last year was 21 per cent of the 
cows on test. Low production was 
the main reason, accounting for 31 


per cent of all those removed. Dairy 
purposes claimed 29 per cent; udder 
trouble 10 per cent; sterility 7 per 
cent; Bang’s reactors 6 per cent; 
T. B. reactors 2 per cent.

A. F. Test 


VEN during these momentous times, we should pause 
F to recognize the contributions made by those of our 

numbers who pass to their final reward. The career 
of A. F. Test, Mitchell, South Dakota has closed. For 
seventeen years he was the faithful and efficient secre- 
tary of the South Dakota Holstein-Friesian Association. 
Only last year did he surrender his work, which he loved, 
to Prof. R. A. Cave of the South Dakota College Dairy 
Department, as ill health restricted his activities. A. F. 
Test interpreted perfectly throughout his lifetime the 
command “Thou art thy brother’s keeper.’ His rugged 
sourage never failed through many years when Nature 
denied South Dakota a fair share of her bountiful pro- 
visions for man and beast. 


He joined The Holstein-Friesian Association of Am- 
erica in 1913 and registered 143 purebred males and 
308 females. During later years, he combined the inheri- 
tance of two great breeding establishments in his high- 
producing herd, the ‘“‘Dutchland” and ‘‘Carnation” fam- 
ilies. During Depression Days, Mr. Test was among the 
first to offer deserving dairymen registered Holstein 
bulls on the now famous Lease-Lend Plan. He permitted 
responsible dairymen, not able to purchase a well-bred 
registered bull, to take a purebred bull calf of not more 
than ten days of age and keep this calf as long as the 
dairyman desired. When mutually agreed, the bull was 
sold and the proceeds divided evenly between Mr. Test 
and the dairyman whom he had accommodated. 


In the passing of A. F. Test, the dairy industry and 
the promotion of purebred dairy cattle has lost an able, 
enthusiastic and successful worker. It is fortunate in- 
deed that his son. Irwin, has been associated with his 
father in the farm and dairy during the past few years 
and will carry on.

CARE OF DAIRY UTENSILS 

Poorly cleaned utensils are one of 
the commonest and gravest sources 
of bacterial contamination of milk 
and cream on the farm. The Na- 
tional Cream Quality Program, Chi- 
cago, sums up the steps of cleaning 
procedure approved by experts brief- 
ly as follows: 

1—Rinse in clean cold water. 2— 
Wash with a good alkaline washing 
powder in warm enough water to 
melt and remove the layer of grease. 
3—Rinse in warm water to remove 
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the washing powder and the oily 
particles. 4—Sterilize in boiling 
hot water and set out to dry. Since 
bacteria need moisture for growth, 
they cannot live on clean, dry, uten- 
sils. Each piece of equipment must 
be cleaned after each use, and 
rirsed with cold water just before 
being used again to remove any 
dust or dirt that may have settled 
on it in the interim. Never use dish 
rags or wiping cloths. 





At Berea College, Berea, Ky., 36 
registered Holsteins have recently 
completed a test-year with an aver- 
age production of 478 lbs of fat 
on two- and three-time milking.

and the progress with the herd in all 
the factors—production, type, test 
and udders, is the highest testimonial 
that could be paid to their judgment.

To the Extension Office of the na- 
tional Association came an interest- 
ing letter, last week, from D. D. 
Offringa, county agent in Bremer 
County, Iowa.

Through 
this article he established contact 
with Jelte Hiemstra, who is secretary 
of the Friesland Cattle Breeders 
Association of South Africa.

I was in the Army in Holland from 
1914 to 1918 and rather liked it. 
Our work is very interesting and the 
Secretary does very little routine aq- 
ministrative work, but is more act- 
ing like a breed director, the selec- 
tion of bulls for prominent herds, 
and the drawing up of breeding pro- 
grams is very often left to me. As 
I said it makes the work very inter- 
esting but it is also a great respon- 
sibility. The breeding of our regig- 
tered Frieslands is kept very pure 
and they trace back to animals im- 
ported from Friesland. 


“The supervision of the breeding 
is very_ strict. Notwithstanding the 
great distance, an Inspector makes 
an annual visit to each member. I 
myself visit certain areas each year, 
for herd survey and selection of herd 
sires. It necessitates an intimate 
knowledge of the breed and a good 
understanding of the laws of hered- 
ity. 

“T am a reader of several Ameri- 
can papers including the Country 
Gentleman, Hoards Dairyman, and 
the Holstein-Friesian World, and 
have read speeches and _ articles 
from Mr. Oosterhuis and Mr. House- 
holder. 


“Tt was interesting to read about 
your brother farming near Wirdum.
